In pursuance of the call of 
the President,, the Branch 
Societies for Christian En- 
deavor of the State of Mary- 
laud met in Funkstown on 
Monday June, 10. 

After singing hymns 1 and 
219, Rev. E. B. Shaver led in 
prayer and Rev. Joshua Long 
read a scripture lesson

le. The State President, Sis- 
ter Anna Emrnert gave a state- 
ment of the work of the soci- 
ety, its organization, member- 
ship, funds, etc.

* ' 'Flans for raising money for 
church work' was discussed by 
Sisters Emrnert and Gross- 
nickle. Among the plans dis- 
cussed were, that of setting 
aside a sum oi money and en- 
deavoring by judicial invest- 
ment to multiply it, even a 
hundred fold, it possible ; the 
mite box to receive the thank 
offering for special blessings 
received Irom our heavenly 
Father ; and the 'Do-without' 
plan, denying ourselves some 
coveted pleasures and contrib- 
uting their cost to the Lord's 
treasury. 

'The disposition to be made 
of the money in branch treas- 
uries after remittances are 
made' was next discussed. 
Subject opened by Laura 
Grroasnickle. So many places 
were named where it would be 
gladly and gratefully receiv- 
ed and might yield rich results 
that Mister Emrnert wangled 
to wish it were thousands of 
dollars instead of the 'small 
sum of about twenty- live cents 
As it is easier to decide what 
to do with money on hand, 
than bo\v to raise more, alter 
• a short, but hearty and ani- 
mated discussion by Sister 
Emrnert, Brethren Reichard, 
Fahrney, Emrnert and others, 
it was decided that $5 be do* 
nated to Orphan's Endow- 
ment Fund, and the rest to 
the suffering brethren ot 
Johnstown. 

The time for next state 
meeting was left to be decid- 
at some future time. 

After singing 'Shall we 
meet' and prayer, a collection 
waa taken up and we were 
dismissed with a benediction 
and all went away encouraged 
and strengthened for future 
effort.
